THE CUIJUNAL 1'JBliL. 

The Mayor's Action Against ''The Colonist" 
Pronrietorii lielinr investigated In 
the Police Court. 

\V. H. Iillia and A. (I. Saiyison, com- 
prising tlio firm of Eiiuj & Cci., propne- 
tors aiul publishers of Tiii Colonist, wove 
yesterday morning , charged in the city 
police court before Hon. A. N. Richards, 
P.M., with maliciously publishing a de- 
famatory libel of and concenunt; John 
Grant ilie present Mayor of Viotoria. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills announced that, 
with Mr. I left, he appeared for the pro- 
sooiltion, while Mr. Tliuiuloro Davie', 
was present in the interests of tlie 
defendants. 

After reading the published letter con- 
tained in the information, and upon 
which the act ion is bused, the magistrate 
enquired if publication was admitted, 

Mr. Davie rejilifld that it was. 

The magistrate (looking at tlie informa- 
tion) said that tln< point of tho alleged 
lihel appeared to be, did the plaintiff 
know of the frauds three months before 
Russell left, and did he connive at Rus- 
sel's escape ? 

Mr. Davie— That's apparently what it 
means. 

Mr. Mills— That's a very good admis- 
sion. 1 think it better to jwi open tho 
ease, your honor, formally. At the bat 
municipal election fur Victoria, two gen- 
tlemen wore t. initialed for mayor, tho 
one, Mr. D. VV, Wiggins, the other, Mr. 
John Grant the complainant in tliis 
case. Tins Colonist newspaper, published 
by the defendants, supported Mr. Hig- 
giiiH. Mr, Grant wan elected by a major- 
ity of 142 over 'Mr. Higgins. After the 
election Mr. Higgins in a gutilleniuidy and 
dignified manner retired from tlie contest, 

(Laughter.) 

Mr. Davie (sotto voce)— Had to. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Mr. Mills- -And since thai time, as my 
client is willing to believe, has not ap- 
peared before the public— 

His Honor What do you expect me to 
do ? All 1 can decide is whether there is 
reasonable grounds for me to send this 
case up to trial. 

Mr. Mills— I'd rati lor proceed — , 

Mr. Davio — Publication is admitted, 
The question is, isila lihel, and secondly, 
can we justify it ! 

His Honor — You catl't set up any justi- 
fication in this court. 

Mr. Davie— That is questionable — We 
can prove — 

His Honor — I don't think you can give 
evidence in this court, intended b 
the truth of the article. 

Mr. Davie commented on tho fact that 
ill the information the prosecution did 
not insert the words "knowing it lu he 
false." 

Mr. Mills— Wo are acting under the 
third section of the act, stating chat any- 
one guilty of maliciously publishing u de- 
famatory libel is guilty of a misdemeanor, 

The magistrate— tf tho action was 
taken under the second section you could 
produce the evidence you want to. Thoy 
are acting under tho tjiird.sec.tion and you 
cannot. 

Mr. Mills— ] propose to go on with the 
case and produce evidence. When Mr. 
Davio produces his evidence it will be 
time for mo to object. 

Mr. Davio — Aro you going to ob ject ? 

Mr. Mills — Continuing his opening ad- 
dress: After the uloctiou Tun. .Colon- 
ist continued to publish articles in regard 
to Mr. Grant, to use a word of their own, 
" indirectly personal " if not abusive. 
This continued for a long time, but Mr. 
Grant, like other men, forbore to kick 
the dog which barked at his heels. This 
last published article, however, litis been 
u step too far and wo have accepted their 
chsllenge, and are bore to answer them 
in this court to-day, and nisi) in the court 
above. If your honor will notice the let- 
ter upon which our action is based. It is 
no doubt ingeniously constructed, but al- 
though the letter is written in the form of 
questions, they nevertheless intend to as- 
sert facts in those questions. The propo- 
sition in law would he; (I.) Did the de- 
fendants by asking these questions mean 
to state the facta insinuated 1 

Mr. Davio - They are not insinuated nL 
all. 

Mr Mills— Continuing: And if so, if 
it, would be a libel and, ('2), 
whether it would be injurious to 
the defendant) Both can be answered 
in the affirmative, The question 
is this: (Mr. Mills read aloud 
"Taxpayer's" letter in Tut: Colonist.) 
Now it will he necessary to show who 
Thomas Kussell was, what he was charged 
with, and that he has gone to the other 
side. 1 propose to nut certain gentlemen 
in the box and ask them to read the letter 
mid then ask them to express their opin- 
ion as to who it refers to and what it 
means. 1 have authorities by me to 
justify my mode of procedure: 

John Grant first took the sbllid and 
awore to the truth of the information laid 
by him. 

Mr. Mills— 1 have several other wit- 
nesses 1 want to call now as thoy are 
here. I will recall Mr. Grant for cross- 
examination at a later period. 

Richard Elliott was then called. He 
deposed to purchasing a Daily Colonist 
of tho dale of Oct. ,'lnJ, which contained a 
letter signed "Taxpayer." 

The copy of the paper was produced 
and placed in court, us ''Ealiibit A." 

Mr. Mills — 1 would ask your honor now 
to allow me to take the evidence of Mr. 
Rithet. It is not perhaps in order, but 
there aro several gent lemen here whom I 
have Subpoenaed arid who would like to 
;^ot back to their places of business as 
soon us possible. 1 shall ask them to road 
tho article over and then toll me who 
they understand it to refer to and what it 
means. I will recall Mr. Grant, after- 
wards. 

It. P. Rithet was duly sworn and do- 
posed: My name is Robert Patterson 
Rilhet; occupation merchant. I have road 
the letter. I 'know Thomas Russell re- 
ferred to therein. He was the treasurer 
of the city of Victoria. I was mayor the 
year 1880. This letter may refer to more 
than one person, but in my judgment, it. 
refers unmistakably to the present, mayor 
of Victoria, Mr. John (Irani. 1 would not 
undertake to say all this letter may 
mean. I should say, however, that it 
meant that the mayor was wrongly inter- 
ested in Mr. Russell's departure and Iur 
defalcation. 

Mr. Davie objected bo Mr, Rithet stat- 
ing more than thai he considered thu lot- 
tor referred to Mr. Grant. Ho thought 
that going iih far ai^Mr. Mills was entitled. 
To question witriosa .-in to the construc- 
tion of the letter was to decide by the wit- 
ness' opinion on the very point in ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Mills contended that tlio only way 
for the jury to decide whether urnot the 
published itejri constituted a libel was to 
get the opinion of witnesses; 

Mr. Davio waived his point and the ex- 
amination of Air. Rithet proceeded. 

Mr. Rithet having again taken the 
stand, Mr. Davio bunded to hi in for in- 
spection the city cash and receipt books, 
and asked him if an entry which appeared 
in tho cash book as a credit of $5 to 
Jus. Brown was shown by the receipt stub

Painters and plumbers are now engaged 
in putting the finishing touches to tho new 
addition to St. Joseph s Hospital. The 
original building has boon altered and 
renovated from basement to roof, making 
the entire Structure one of the most com- 
plete institutions for tho oare of tho sick 
on the Pacific Const. What most par- 
I icularly strikes a visitor in an inspection 
of the hospital are the many details, seem- 
ingly trivial, but all designed with a view 
uf adding to tho comfort of the patients. 
Those, and t ho admirable sanitary ar- 
rangements, prove tho time and thought 
expended in planning the building, and 
it is evident that tho architect has made 
hospital architecture a study. Every- 
thing connected with the comfort of tho 
sick has been scrupulously attended to, 
and the sanitary arrangements through- 
out are such as to avoid the possibility of 
infection. \ 

The crowded state of the hospital for 
Some time past necessitated an enlarge- 
ment uf the building, and the work was 
entrusted to Mr. John Toaguo. After a 
careful study of what was required the 
plairs und specifications were prepared, 
and these, meeting with the approval of 
the Sisters, tenders woru called for arid 
the contracts for the various portions of 
the work awarded. Special care was 
taken not to interfere with the patients 
who were then in the hospital, and while 
the addition was in procoss of construc- 
tion, little or no inconvenience was ex- 
perienced by the inmates. The entire 
rear portion of the building was torn 
down, useless stairways »wore removed, 
all the closets, lavatories, etc., were re- 
placed with patents of the latest design,' 
and nil the floors and walls were tho- 
roughly cleansed and painted, so that in 
future they can be washed and scoured. 
The original building is now entirely do- 
voted to thy patients' use, tho kitchen, 
pantry, store-room, wash-house, etc., 
being 'all located in tho addition, which 
consists of a basement, two stories 
and a mansard. lu the basement 
is located the furnace-room, supplied j 
with Gurney's hot water heaters, and a 
large boiler connected by steam pipes 
with a neat, but powerful, little engine in 
the laundry. This engine furnishes tho 
power to drive a patent washer and ex- 
tractor. A shute connects from each 
floor with the laundry, and the soiled 
linen is thus sent direct from each flat to 
the wash-room. In addition to the patent 
washer and extractor there is also a steam 
dryer, so that dirty linen can be washed, 
dried and ironed in an incredibly short 
space of time and returned to the various 
wards by an elevator. On the first floor 
are located tho kitchen, pantry, offices, 
bath-rooms and lavatories. The kitchen 
is supplied with a large French range, 
containing a double oven, plate warmer 
and broiler, and a large boiler which fur- 
nishes hot water for use on the various 
floors. Such useful appliances as dumb- 
waiters, speaking tubes, etc., are not for- 
gotten, everything being planned with 
the idea of comfort and convenience. On 
the second tloor are the sisters' private 
apartments, a community room, conserva- 
tory, dining-rooms, etc., and a large woll- 
lighted operating room. Tho upper 
story, or mansard, is almost a repetition 
of the second floor. Each story is fur- 
nished with a most complete system of 
Deniorest's patent closets, bath-rooms, 
lavatories, etc., all finished with marble, 
slabs, marble Wash 'basins., etc. 
The building throughout is heated 
with hot water, and is lighted 
with gas. The hot water system is such 
that when the pipes aro once filled with 
water they remain full for an indefinite 
period, and an oven temperature is kept 
up day and night. Each floor is furnished 
with a liberal supply of hot and cold 
water, the former being so arranged as to 
keep up an cxhaustless supply, for as 
every drop is drawn from the boiler, it is 
instantly replaced from n large tank in tho 
roof, and oven should the tank be emp- 
tied, the boiler is so fixed as to still re- 
main full. On every floor are shutes 
loading to tho basoment, by which dust, 
soiled linen, etc., can be instantly re- 
moved. As already mentioned, the stair- 
ways, floors, walls, etc., are painted with 
a glazed surface to permit of being easily 
cleaned; A perfect system of ventilation 
exists on every floor, and nothing is lack- 
ing to make the building a model of com- 
fort, cleanliness and convenience, and a 
credit to the designer, Mr. John Tongue. 

The contractors were as follows: — For 
stone und brick work, W. J. Smith; car- 
penter and joiner work, Smith & Clarke; 
plastering, (!oo. Petherick; painting, R. 
Lattice; plumbing and hot water boating, 
W. (lurdinor & Co., Portland. 

Tho entire cost of tho now addition will 
be from 82(5, OtJO to $28,000.

Mr. Moody's Keittlagl bn Sunday and In the 
Rink Last Kvenintr- ' 

On Sunday morning at th:!0 Dwight L. 
Moody addressed a goodly audience in 
the Pandora street Methodist church. His 
address was chiefly to Christians, although 
many others found that it contained much 
which it was good for them to hear. 

In the rink at four o'clock, he spoke to 
a larger congregation and in the evening 
tho building was full to overflowing; The 
text was St. Luke xiv.

He 
showed the fallacy of man trying M reach 
Heaven without breaking from sin, and 
leaving the thoughts of the world behind 
him. God had called men to repentance, 
anil if God calls you lo repent does ho not 
also give you power to obey? The speaker 
thought that WO want at the present, day 
a revival of righteousness and up- 
rightness, not "gush." He thought 
religion would ever leave its 
impress upon man's character, ho 
would show that his religion was 
genuine by turning from his evil ways. 
He then dwelt on t he necessity and mean- 
ing of repentance, and its results. He 
aaid to become a Christian was one of the 
easiest and vot olio of the hardest filings 
for man to do. Give up your thoughts, 
your sins, and your ivays and take God's 
mi »y. Whore there is ' true repentance 
there is true forgiveness. 

After the meeting many remained to 
suquire tho way to salvation.

Cross Carelessness and Dishonesty in 
French Naval Affairs—Needless 
Material on Hand.

London, Oct. 22. — Tho commission ap- 
pointed by Parliament to inquire into tho 
charges made by tho Times against Parnell 
and other nationalist members of Parlin- ' 
inent opened its session this morning in 
the Probate Court. Justices Hannen, Day, 
Smith, Seaton wero present. Sir Charles 
Russell, who with Herbert Smith, M. P., 
appears for Parnell, and Sit associates, 
applied for the release of Win, Redmond, 
M. P., who was serving a sentence under 
the crimes act. Hannen said ho would be 
released under strict, conditions, that ho 
Would not be allowed to take part lit pub 
lie life and hold himself strictly as a 
prisoner on parole. Tho court decided to 
hold a session every day except Saturday. 
Attorney General Sir Richard Webster 
opened the casu for the 77me,< and said 
he would not treat the ease as having 
anything to do with home rule or any . 
Irish question. Inquiry will bo made 
against the Parnellites in tho course of 
the riiaes-O'Dolinell libel suit. The 
court, was crowded, Parnell and many 
Nationalists boing present. Webster 
stated tho evidence to he produced would 
prove Parnell and associates had been 
connected with Irish-American dyna- 
miters, aud would also show that 
many crimes, whoso perpetrators and 
origin could not be traced, were dim. to 
tho incitation of the Irish Land Leaguer - 

Sir R. E. Webster, continuing, said it 
would bo shown that many of tho persons 
named in the Timus' bill of particulars, 
had personally taken part in crimes of the 
worst kind, and tlmt money had been 
paid to persons appointed to the actual 
commission of violence and crimes. From 
the time of the formation of tho land 
league he declared that Parnell and his 
colleagues had been intimate with tho 
Irish-American advocates of dynamite. 
Webster promised to produce all tho let- 
ters mentioned in too 2'i'»tc.s-0'Donnell 
case. He recounted his story of the 
league's agrarian agitations, and showed 
their relation to fenianisra. When the 
commission adjourned Webster had ap- 
parently, gone only a little way into bis 
case, and his speech promises to occuj 
several days. , 

A WcHrlHoiue l ane. 

Lonoon, Oct. 22. — Tho evening news- 
papers publish exhaustive accounts of to- 
day's proceeding in the Parnell commis- 
sion, but public interest therein will pro- 
bably languish until the speeches are 
over and the taking of testimony begins. 
Attorney-General Webster expects to be a 
■week presenting his case, and judging 
from the little progress made to-day 
expectation* will doubtless be real 
His voice and manner' are wearisome in / 
the extreme, and he did not get far 
enough into his case to-day to indicate his ' 
ability to provo any of the Btartling things 
promised by his clients, in addition to 
the accusations already laid. It is pre- 
dicted that until the witnesses are called 
the attendance will steadily fall off. 

Burled Beneath FalUnx Rock. 

Paterza, Oct. 21. — In the landslide 
which occurred near Paterza yesterday, , 
fifty meters of rock fell upon and crushed 
ten cars crowded with excursionists re- 
turning from a fete at Naples. The 
scene of the disaster is in a remote dis- 
trict and as the telegraph wires were 
broken by the falling rocks and earth 
the summoning of help was delayed two 
hours. Meanwhile the scene was most 
horrible. Tho groans of the dying 
mingled with tho shrieks of the injured, 
unnerving those of the survivors who tried 
to rescus their less fortunate companions. 
Already ninety dead bodies and seventy 
injured porsons have been taken out of 
the wreck, and tho work of excavation is 
proceeding as rapidly as possible. It is 
certain that more dead bodies are there, 
as two cars are still buried. 

Terrible Accident in Italy. 

Rome, Oct. 22.— Of the 400 persons 
known to have been on board tho train 
buried in the land alide near Latersos, 
150 dead and wounded have been identi- 
fied. A large number of others taken 
mt are unknown. Those were taken out 
to-day, and soldiers and laborers aro ex- 
erting them to the utmost to discover 
those who are still buriod. Their work 
is very much retarded by the extreme 
cold and snow. Among the killed is an 
entire theatrical troupe, not one of its 
members surviving. Several headless and 
armless bodies have been found in the 
river near by. A young mother crazed 
by tho shock and tho loss of her children, 
clasped their dead bodies to her breast . 
and refused to release them. A young 
priest who was buriod with the others 
was taken out without injury, but his hair 
had turned white. A family of six per- 
sons were taken out dead together. 

The Czar Hill Visit Berlin. 

Berlin, Oct. 22.— The Czar is expected 
to pay a visit to Berlin about the middle 
of November. 

The French Wavy Budget. 

London, Oct.' 22. — The report present- 
ed by the French budget commission as- 
serts that the French dockyards and ar- 
senals are carrying about $30,000,000 
worth of needless material, the bulk of 
which is liable to become worthless be- 
fore a necessity arises for its uso, Tho 
report also charges g.oss carelessness and 
dishonesty in other ways, deckling that 
$15,000,000 has been .wasted in the. last 
throo years, whijh proper and conscien-' 
tious administration could have saved. 
Tho cost of the navsl and military stores, 
tho report alleges, has sometimes varied 
50 per cent, in the same town. 

Port Huron, Mich., Oct. 21. —The 
steam barge A. M. Pouter went ashore in 
yesterday's galo near Port Hope. She is 
bottom side up but appears to be in goc' 
order.

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AJJ INTERESTING CASE. 

Tlio Buckley ease is to hwycrs und 
others an efccaccUngljr interesting one. 
Buckley soems to have been h Canadian 
Hill Sykes. Ho kicked and ill-used an 
unfortunate woman named Bertha Usher 
so brutally that she died from the injuries 
she received. He was tried before Chief 
Justice Sir Thomas, Gait. Tito jury was 
merciful and found him guilty of man 
Slaughter. Chief Justice Gait sentenced 
the slayer of the unhappy woman to five 
years' imprisonment. The extreme mild- 
ness of the sentence excited the surprise 
and indignation of the community. The 
press of Ontario commented with much 
seventy on the course pursued by the 
judgo. Mr. -Enulius Irving, Crown 
Counsel, who conducted the prosecution, 
moved for a reconsideration of the sen 
tence. When the motion was heard, tin 
Chief Justice on the ground that when he 
passed the sentence he had no idea 
that Buckley had been a criminal against 
whom there was a bad record, 
annulled the previous sentence and re- 
sentenced him to fifteen years' imprison- 
ment.. This very unusual procedure has 
caused the question of the right of the 
jud^e to reconsider the sentence and to 
increase the punishment first awarded 
Mr. Irving contended that the judge before 
whom a prisoner had been tried, convict- 
ed and sentenced had a right any time 
during the sitting or the court to recon- 
sider the sentence he had pronounced 
and quoted authorities in support of his 
contention. There are many lawyers 
who consider that the Chief Justice was 
not justified by either law or precedent in 
annulling a sentence he hod once pro- 
nounced and increasing its severity. The 
counsel for the prisoner announced his 
intention to appeal the case to the Su- 
perior Court, when the legality of the 
Beoond sentence will be tested. 



MOMS FALSE STATEMENTS. 

The Time* yesterday afternoon repeated 
its falsehood respecting the price at 
which the E. tfc JS. Railway Company sell 
their land. It gives as its authority an 
anonymous letter, the writer of which 
gives as his authority a statement made 
by a "young num." No names are given. 
Why this secrecy about so simple a mat- 
ter? If the Times wanted to state the 
truth about the prices at which tho com- 
pany sells its lands to b&rfa fide settlers it 
could have obtained full information from 
Mr. Trutch, the company's agent. That 
its manager did not take this effective way 
of testing the statements made by "A. 
B." and his "young man" is conclusive 
proof that the Tiiries does not want to 
give its readers the truth respecting 
any matter in which Mr. Duiismuir 
is concerned.: If he had taken the course 
dictated by common sense, prudence and 
hmu'Sty h? would have found that what 
we said is amply justified by the facts. 
He would have been told that tho com- 
pany has sold some KM, 000 acres of its 
land at a dollar an acre. That sales at 
that price are being made continually. 
The company requires, of course, to bo 
satisiied that the applicant intends to be 
really a sett ler, and that he wants the 
land for himself and not for some one else 
who already owns land in the rail way belt, 
Tho company has, we learn, been de- 
ceived by persons representing that they 
wanted land for themselves when they 
were merely employed by landholders who 
were not in a position to taku advantage 
of the favorable terms offered by the com- 
pany.! It is more likely than not that 
Mr. Trutch was convinced that 
"A.B. 's" mysterious "young mini" was one 
of those bogus applicants, If the Times 
was not bound to misrepresent tho railway 
company and its President, no matter 
what the facts might be, it could easily 
have learned that not only had tho com- 
pany parted with It i J, 000 acres of land at 
a dollar an aero to persons representing 
t hemsolflsH ;ia hona Jiilc. settlers, receiving 
in cash us part payment therefor not 
more t han $27,000, but that tho quantity 
of laud sold at the higher price, an 
acre, did not amount to four hundred 
acres in all, and that it has been sold to 
poi sons, some of whom aro now in China 
and Japan. The statements of tlio Time* 
and its nameless correspondents, being in- 
tended to spread an untruth, the hypo- 
critical homily by' which they are accom- 
panied will lie taken for what it is worth. 
Our readers will sou that falsehood in tho 
matter is perfectly inexcusable, as nothing 
could l)e easier than to have obtained ao- 
ourfcte information. 



THB SPHERE OF GOVERNMENT.! 

TheOovernor-ttenoral, in his reply to 
tho address of t.ho Sons of England the 
Other day, directed attention to a subject 
of considerable importance to tho people, 
not only of Canada, but of every civili/.ed 
community. What ia the function of gov- 
ernment? With what matters should it 
concern itself ? What subjects should be 
left to individual eti'ort and what should 
be left to be dealt with by the people as 
a whole? These are questions to which 
people everywhere aro trying to find an- 
swers, but none that are universally sat- 
isfactory have as yet been given. There 
is a largo class in Canada as well as else- 
where who believe that the hand of gov- 
ernment is required to aid men in every 
field of exertion. These men would leave 
as little as possible to individual intelli- 
gence, enterprise and energy. They would 
have government interfere in all matters 
of trade and commerce, in the encourage- 
ment of industries, in the education of 
the children, in the regulation of the own- 
ership of land, in the proprietorship of 
railways and telegraphs, in tho construc- 
tion of roads, in the preservation of the 
public health, and in the direction of the 
public morals. Jn fact, whenever any 
reform or any improvement is 
proposed they say that government 
should take hold of it and carry it 
out. It seems to us that the tondency of 
tho age and of opinion in this country is 
in this direction. People seem to have 
lost faith in themselves and to be inclined 
to place unbounded trust in the wisdom 
and energy and patriotism of govern- 
ments. Although experience teaches 
them that what governments undertake 
is often badly done, that they are slow to 
act and that their motives are not always 
puro, they cling to them with the must 
confiding dependence, There are men on 
the other hand who think that the legiti- 
mate sphere of government is exceedingly 
limited. They believe that it is best for 
tho individuals who form the nation to do 
evorything,or nearly everything,for them- 
selves. They believe that when govern- 
ment interferes with trade or manufactures 
or railroads or telegraphy or in bargains 
made between private citizens respecting 
land or anything else, they do more harm 
than good. Tho best, thing that a gov- 
ernment can do is to leave tho people to 
pursue their lawful occupations in the wi-.y 
thoy consider best. 1 1 should confine it 
self, they say, to making life, property 
and character secure and leave to tho citi- 
zens themselves tho management of their 
concerns. This school of thinkers con- 
tend that it is the people and not the 
governments that make a country rich, 
prosperous and powerful. If the people 
areindustrious, intelligent, enteprising and 
virtuous they will prosper under almost, 
any government and without any govern- 
ment at all. A country, thoy hold, in 
which every man respects the rights of 
every other man dues not need a govern- 
ment. And the nearer a nation, approaches 
this ideal the happic-the people are and 
the more likely they aro to prosper, if 
the conditions under which they live are 
at nil favorable. They assert that the 
countries which aro the most governed are 
the worst governed;, and that those in 
which the people possess the greatest 
liberty of action are the best governed. 
Oreut Britain is pointed our by them as 
the country which in modern times has 
progressed most rapidly in every direc- 
tion, and it is tin; country in which gov- 
ernment interferes the least with the 
freedom of the individual. The tendency 
to magnify the influence of politicians is 
one of the consequences of attributing to 
governments the quality <>f omnipotent 
If a country is indebted to its government 
for the measure of prosperity which it 
enjoys thou it follows that the men whe 
form its government must be wonderful 
beings, and the powers which they pos- 
sess must bo little short of miraculous 
But is this so? Who, for instance, have 
made Canada what it is to-day, the men 
who have had the guidance of its public 
itlairs or the millions who have toiled in 
every deparement of industry? Who 
redeemed the soil of Canada from the 
wilderness and made the desert literally 
blossom as tins rose I Who built its 
cities and towns in what were 
once the waste places of tho earth i 
Who developed its trade and covored 
its waters with craft of all sizes and ..11 
scriptious ? Who prosecute its fisheries V 
Who work its mines ] Who build its 
factories? Who carry on the various in- 
dustries and pursue the different profes- 
sions that make it one of the most thriv- 
ing of civilized communities ? Not the 
politicians certainly. They have aided no 
doubt in the development of the country, 
but the work of making it what, it is has 
boon done by tlio toiling and thinking 
millions, very few indeed of whom have 
been heard of outside the circles in which 
they lived and labored. The inlluence of 
tho mere politician m bringing t he country 
to its present state of development has 
boon, no doubt, considerable, but it is in- 
significant compared with what tho great 
mass uf workers, of whom so little has 
hoen heard, has done. It becomes the 
people, therefore, to fool their own im- 
portance, to know their own strength. 
It is they who give tone to governments, 
that make them what they are. It is 
they, as Lord Stanley truly said, who in 
the end have to decide all great questions. 
Tho statesman follows public opinion 
much more frequently than he guides it. 
It is his duty, as the Governor-! J onornl 
put it, " to constitutionally obey " tho 
great majority, if the " great majority" 
is to command it is surely its duty to 
qualify itself to lead. If the people are 
tho source of all power, they should learn 
to use power intelligently and judiciously. 
But, they will never do this as long as 
they make "( iovernment " a superstition, 
and attribute to those who form it quali- 
ties which no mortals possess. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Tit E versatility of British statosinon is 
truly wonderful. Men who aro immersed 
in all'airs of the utmost importance, and 
who it is natural to think would not have 
a moment to spare from their official 
duties, writ o articles for the roviows on 
abstruse subjects and read papers be- 
fore learned bodies that required much 
time and deep' research to prepare. Mr. 
Balfour affords the latest example of tho 
extraordinary industry and erudition of 
British statesmen. lie read before tho 
Church Congress, which lately held its 
sittings in Manchester, an elaborate paper 
on the Religion of Humanity. Ik this 
address The Timet says, " The Irish Secre- 
tary vanished completely from sight, and 
Mr. Balfour appear >d as a master of phil- 
osophic speculation. Not content with 
this display of intellectual versatility, he 
was ready once more to take part in the dis- 
cussion ut a workingman's meeting on "the 
needs of human nature and their supply 
in Christianity." The achievement is in 
accordance with some of tho best tradi- 
tions of English statesmanship. English 
public men of the first rank have rarely 
allowed politics to absorb all their inter- 
est. The late Lord Iddesleigh was never 
so happy as when he could lay aside the 
cares of state and talk to his own peoplo 
on topics of general interest and concern. 
Lord Beaconstiekl was a versatile and 
accomplished man of letters. Mr. Glad- 
stone has given many an example of his 
wide and. multifarious intellectual inter- 
ests, and there aro few topics 
which could engage tho attention of a 
Church Congress on which he would not 
be able to hold his own with the best of 
those present. Mr. Balfour does well 
to follow these laudable examples, and to 
show, as he showed last year in his rector- 
ial address at St. Andrew's, that he has not 
wholly given up to polities the intellectual 
acumen which is seen to much advantage 
in more speculative pursuits." Besides 
his two addresses on religious subjects in 
Manchester, Mr. Balfour made in the 
same week a long and vigorous political 
speech in' Glasgow.

OPERATIONS OF A SWINDLER. 

(■us. Keller, a (Joml-LookliiK German, Disposes 
of Books on the Inst alment Plan— He Com- 
liroiuises at Half-Price for Cash and Skljis 
Out— Victoria Af;eiits the Losers. 

A few weoks ago there arrived in Viet- 
oriafrom Sonttleagoodlookingyoung stran- 
ger accompanied by a fashionably dressed 
and rather pretty woman whom he called 
his wife. The young man was tall and 
fair, with the figure of an athlete and a 
facu that would be called handsome by 
many, although the blue eyes had a cold, 
steely glitter that was not altogether 
pleasant attunes. The new arrival, who 
wont by the name of (Jus. Keller, was 
well and fashionably dressed, his gar- 
ments looking as if they had come direct 
from the hands of a metropolitan tailor, 
and spoke very broken English, his na- 
tive tongue evidently being the language 
of the Fatherland. His voice was low 
and musical and he proudly stated to the 
many friends with whom he soon sur- 
rounded himself, that he had formerly 
sustained a leading role in German opera 
in New York. After securing apart- 
ments for himself and wife, ho proceed- 
ed to get acquaij%yi with Victoria and 
everyone in the city, introducing 
himself as the western agent of 
thepublishinghouso of Rose Belford & Co. 
His firm, he stated, intended to estab- 
lish a branch office and salorooin in Vic- 
toria about tho first of January noxt, 
when ho would take the position of gen- 
eral manager for the west. Always ready 
to converse, ho confidentially told a large 
number of intimates that ho met in the 
billiard rooms and kilidredJrcsorts,that he 
had been playing in bad luck for some 
time, and had at last by a stroke of for- 
tune landed ou his feet again. He was 
sot clown for a rather successful young 
gambler, and it was common talk that he 
was well-known in San Francisco, having 
lost heavily at the gambling table there, 
and refilled his pockets by telegraphing to 
his father in Germany under an assumed 
name, announcing his own death and ask- 
ing for money to pay the funeral ex- 
penses. In Victoria he was engaged as 
sub-agent by the representative 
of a Portland publishing house, 
and proved quite successful in selling 
their books on the installment plan, a 
small cash deposit being given him at the 
time the order was given. Making money 
honestly was, however, too strange to be 
natural or agreeable and a few days ago 
he called upon many of the people to 
whom he had sold books, stated that ho 
was leaving the city and offered to deduct 
a large percentage and givo a receipt in 
full for the balance due rather than wait 
for the monthly payments. A large num- 
ber of purchasers seeing that it would be 
to their advantage to do so, paid over the 
amount he asked and received their re- 
ceipts. The money was then coolly ap- 
propriated by the agent who is supposed 
to bavu left for San Eraneisco on 
the last steamer. On Monday the 
city agents of the Portland company got 
an inkling of their sub-agent's operations 
and called on their customers to request 
them bo make no payments to Keller. It 
was too late, however, as Keller had 
worked his little game very successfully, 
and had already several hundred dollars 
in his pockets with miles between himself 
and his creditors. 

A telegram was sent to 'Frisco yester- 
day, putting the officers on the lookout 
and instructing them to arrest the adven- 
turer on the arrival of the steamer. Be- 
fore leaving the city Keller bid a number 
of his friends good-bye, and his manner of 
departure shows him to bo what many 
suspected he was, a first-class swindler 
and confidence sharp. 



THE CASE DISMISSED. 

The Charge of Embezzlement Against .Iiiiiibb 
I). Rpbinrou 1* Dismissed by the 
Alairlstrate. 

On the adjourned -case of embezzle- 
ment preferred against James D. Robin- 
son, ox-city clerk, being called in the 
police court yesterday morning, Mr. 
Theodore Pat io. Qj. C. representing the 
city, said tliat he would only produce one 
other piece of evidence in addition to that 
already in. At the end of the balance 
sheet for 1887 no mqiition is made of tho 
$2,000 remaining in the hands of the 
city clerk. Another matter to be noted 
is that since proceedings have been 
launched the sum of $1,260, and subse- 
quently an additional sum, making in all 
the sum of $2,000 has been paid into the 
city treasury, making good the amount of 
the cauh short , The matter is now in 
your honor's hands for you to deal with as 
you see lit. 

The corporation .are fully paid up are 
they ? queried, his honor. 

Mr. lJavie — So 1 am informed. 

Mr. Mills — Yes, your honor, 1 gave a 
cheque for the full amount on Saturday 
and took a receipt. The exact amount 
will be adjusted. 

Mr. Davie — J now will leave* it entirely 
with your honor to decide. It would not 
be proper for me or for the prosecution to 
abandon the case. It would be too much 
like compounding a felony.

We are entitled to a bearing iu 
our defence, which is entirely one of jus- 
tification, and 1 certainly had no idea that 
the prosecution would endeavor to close 
defendants' mouths when tho mayor's 
avowed object iu coming into court was to 
vindicate his character. If, however, Mr. 
Grant wished to shirk tho enquiry, ho 
should like an adjournment to argue 
against bis legal right to do it. 

Mr. Mills said that Mr. Grant was 
acting on the advice of his counsel, Mr.
